BORAH INTRODUCES 
BILLS TO REDUCE 
U.S. OFFICIALS’ PAY 

Congress, Cabinet and Farm 


Board Would Be Af- 
fected by Cut.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Salary 
reductions for members of Con- 
gress, the Cabinet and the Farm 
Board were proposed in measures 
introduced today by Senator Borah 
(Rep.), idaho. 

Borah also introduced a bill 
taking away from members of 
Congress allowance for mileage ou 
their trips to and from congression- 
al sessions. 

He proposed to cut the salaries of 
the Vice President, the Speaker 
and members of the Cabinet from 
$15,000 to $12,000. He would slash 
salaries of members of Congress 
from $10,000 to $8000. 

Another bill would reduce sala- 
ries of members of the Farm Board 
from $12,000 to $9600. 

He also proposed a $15,000 limit 
on any salary paid under the ad- 
ministration of the Farm Board.

The carriers, which 
asked for a blanket 
increase, argued that economic con- 
ditions had changed since the com- 
mission made its order in Septem- 
ber, 1928. 

The Chief Justice reviewed this 
change and said it had taken place 
in economic circles generally. 

He said that in 1931 when the 
railroads asked to reopen the case, 
the commission was not warranted 
in its refusal to do so. 

The alterations in €économic con- 
ditions, Chief Justice Hughes said, 
made a new hearing fundamentally 
necessary. 

Emphasizing the decrease in the 
earnings of the grain carrying rail- 
roads, Chief Justice Hughes or- 
dered that the case be sent back to 
the commission with instructions 
that it investigate further before 
ordering rate reductions. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in lowering the rates on 
grain and grain products acted 
under the Hoch-Smith resolution in 
which Congress directed that the 
lowest possible railroad charges on 
agricultural products be fixed. 

The commission's investigation, 
on which the reduction of approxi- 
mately 13 per cent in rates was 
based, was completed in September, 
1928, but the order was not issued 
until July 1, 1930. 

The railroads contended that 
there would be little benefit to the 
individual farmer and that they 
would lose about $20,000,000 yearly 
by the reduction.

At the same time Gandhi was ar- 
rested Vallabhai Patel, president of 
the Indian National Congress, also 
was taken into custody and a new 
series of repressive decrees against 
boycotting of British goods, “un- 
lawful instigation,” “unlawful asso- 
ciatfon” and other acts associated 
with civil disobedience ‘‘warfare” 
was promulgated at New Delhi by 
Viceroy Lord Willingdon. 

Nehru Second to Gandhi, 


At Allahabad, Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru was sentenced to two years 
at hard labor on a charge of violat- 
ing one of the new restrictive ordi- 
nances. Pandit Nehru ranks only 
second to Gandhi in political 
portance among the Nationalists 
and he is idolized by the Indian 
youth. 

Gandhi issued a remarkable set 
of commands to the Indian people 
today inmimediately after his arrest. 
He wrote: 

1. Withdraw every form of co- 
operation from the Government. 

2. Carry out the resolutions sof 
the Congress Working Committee, 
no matter what hardship or loss of 
life and property is involved. 

3. Discard every trace of vio- 
lence from your heart; give abso- 
lute protection to every English- 
man, woman or child. 

4. Discard all drugs and narcot- 
ics and intoxicating drinks. 

5. Fast, pray, meditate. 


Boycott Main Weapon. 


6. Remember that the 
cott is Our main weapon; 
ordinances by the dozen, arrests 
galore, massacre unbridled. This 
is the price every nation pays for 
its freedom. The boycott is the 
weapon which will bring England 
to her knees. No power on earth 
can make you buy a thing unless 
you wish to. 

7. Refuse to touch anything 
British. Regarding other foreign 
goods, buy them only if you 
cannot dispense with them. Re- 
member that every imported article 
means customs revenue for. the 
Government—money which will go 
toward the purchase of munitions 
to kill you and those you love, 

8. It is your’ bounden§ duty 
to prevent every cent from going 
into the Government coffers. Use 
the posts, telegraphs and railroads 
as little as possible, because these 
are the means by which the Gov- 
ernment extorts revenue from you. 

9. Refuse to buy any Govern- 
ment securities. 

10. Discard foreign garments 
and wear homespun.

The men and youths who had 
followed the police and National 
Guardsmen on scores of wild goose 
chases after the murderers yester- 
day and last night and the hun- 
dreds who had loitered on the 
walks in front of the police sta- 
tion or jammed its dingy corridors, 
were not in evidence today. 

A report from Streetman, Tex., 
indicating that two of the Young 
brothers, whose uncanny ability as 
rifle and pistol marksmen has won 
them am almost legendary fame 
hereabouts, had returned to their 
(haunts in the neighborhood of 
| Houston, was discouraging news to

It did have the effect of con- 


vincing them that further search 
in the neighborhood would be 
fruitless.

Automobile Abandcned. 

The search lost some of its en- 
thusiasm last night when news was 
received by Chief of Police Ed 
Waddle here that two men had 
wrecked and abandoned an auto- 
mobile near Streetman, and had 
feft in it a shotgun and a .25-.20- 
caliber rifle similar to the weapon 
that Jennings Young and his 
brothers, Harry and Paul, all ex- 
convicts, delighted in using, pre- 
ferring the superior accuracy of 
the rifle to the more convenient 
but less reliable pistol. 

Chief Waddle ana the volunteers 
who thronged his office when the 
telephone call was received, be- 
came even more interested when 
they learned that the wrecked and 
abandoned automobile bore a Mis- 
souri license plate. This was 
checked immediately and proved to 
be the number of a car stolen Sat- 
urday from W. C. Crawford of 
Louisburg, Dallas County, north of 
The engine number 
furnished by the Streetman deputy 
also corresponded with the engine 
number of the Crawford car. 

In addition it was reported from 
Streetman that the two men in the 
wrecked automobile had got a lift 
from a passing motorist and had 
left the scene headed toward Waco 
or Houston. 

A brief descriptron of the two 


was general enough to fit almost 
anybody in Springfield, including 
the Young brothers. Anyho it 


was the first indication that the 
Young brothers had not vanished 
into thin air and it was received 
by Chief Waddle and the: volun- 
teers who jammed his tiny office 
or peered into the windows from 
the street outside, as an item of

VANDEVENTER 
NATIONAL BANK 
FAILS 10 OPEN 


Decision Made After Con- 
ference With U. S. Exam- 
iner—Heavy Withdraw- 
als Given as Cause. 


The Vandeventer National Bank, 
3565 Olive street, was closed to its 
depositors and the public today, fol- 
lowing the action of its directors at 
a meeting held last night in the 
downtown offices of the Chief Na- 
tional Bank Examiner. A sign on 
the door states that the bank is in 
charge of Pope Walker, assistant 


national bank examiner. A small 
group stood about the front of the 
building at and after the usual 
opening time. 

William C. Johnson, president of 
the bank, said today that the bank, 
with $250,000 capital stock and 
$50,000 surplus, had “sufficient 
assets to take care of all depositors, 
and some for the stockholders.”’ He 
estimated the deposits at about $1,- 
250,000. 

Under the national banking law, 
depositors are protected by a dou- 
ble liability on the part of stock- 
holders, who can be assessed for 
an added amount equal to the par 
value of their stock, to meet the 
claims of depositors. The Vande- 
venter National has about 100 
stockholders, Johnson said. 
“Unusually Heavy Withdrawals.” 
The bank’s closing, Johnson said, 
was caused by unusually heavy 
withdrawals on the part of deposi- 
tors, in the last few weeks. “Our 
greatest trouble,’’ he added, “has 
been depreciation of industrial and 
railroad bonds.”” About $400,000 
of the bank’s funds were invested 
in such bonds. . 

A statement of March. 25 last 
showed the Vandeventer National 
as having then $1,912,609.49 depos- 
its. At the end of 1930, a state- 
ment showed the deposits as $1,- 
989,498.10. An officer of the bank 
said the peak figure in deposits 
was about $2,250,000, reached at 
some time in 1930. 

“Withdrawals increased gradual- 
ly for several months,’ the bank 
officer said. “In the last few weeks 
we thought that some of the with- 
drawals might be accounted for by 
Christmas and taxpaying. When 
the withdrawals became still more 
noticeable after Christmas, we went 
over the deposit situation and de- 
cided that it would be best to 
close.” 

The closing the Vandeventer Na- 
tional is the third change in the 
St, Louis banking situation in less 
than three months. The Fidelity 
Bank and Trust Co., 1132 Wash-

dent Hoover in a surprise special 
message to Congress today urged 
immediate action on his emergency 
economic program. He declared 
emphatically the need is “even 
more evident” than when the plan 
was laid before Congress. 


Soon after the message reached 
the Senate and House, reading was 
begun. The chambers began to Jill 
when word spread around. 

The President pleaded that there 
be no partisan action but that there 
be unity in swift adoption of eight 
measures previously proposed by 
him. 

“We can and must replace the 
unjustifiable fear in the country by 
confidence,” the President said. 

Text of the Message. 

The text of the President's mes- 
sage follows: 

“At the convening of the Con- 
gress on Dec. 7, I taid proposals 
before it designed to check the 
further degeneration in prices and 
values, to fortify us against con-

Frank Pike, one of two survivors 


among eight officers who stayed to 


ers, when the Youngs resisted ar- 
rest on their farm near here Sat- 
urday afternoon, reconstructed the 
story of the fight last night for the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Pike, a -Springfield detective, 
wounded and out of ammunition, 


was the last to leave the wooded 
grove where the officers made 
their stand against the high pow- 
ered rifles of the Youngs, famous 
shots, even among the _ = squirrel 
hunters of this’ section. Harry 
Young, one of the brothers, had 
been a fugitive two years on a 
murder charge. Warrants charg- 
ing violation of the Dyer act, pro- 
hibiting interstate transportation 
of stolen automobiles, had been is- 
sued against Paul and Jennings 
Young. 

Whether two or three men stood 
off the officers and escaped when 
Pike and a companion retreated 
with their ammunition gone, is not 
known. Contrary to preliminary 
reports that two of the brothers 
were recognized by the policemen, 
Pike asserted that none of them 
saw the killers at any time during 
the fight. 

“They stood back from the win- 
dows,” he said, “and shot through 
the glass. ‘We heard their rifles 
and shotguns, but we never laid 
eyes on one of them. Half the 
time we didn't know what window 
they were shooting through. 

10 Officers. Went to Farm. 

“There were ten of us went out 
to the farm to get the Youngs. 
Eight were in the first car, driven 
by Sheriff Marcell Hendrix. Pa- 
trolman Oren Brown and I were in 
a police car. Brown drove it and 
he pulled it up in the trees in front 
of the house, right behind the 
Sheriff's big sedan. 

“Virgil Johnson had @ gas gun. 
He fired one shell through a sec- 
ond floor window. Ev-rything was 
quiet. ‘There wasn't a sound to 
show anybody was in the house. 
Some of our boys circled around 


‘to the sides or hid behind trees. 


The Sheriff and his deputy, Wylie 
Mashburn, and I walked to the 
back door—that’s on the southwest 
corner of the house—and began to 
kick in the door. 

“We tried te open it firet, but it 
was locked and there was a key in 


fight it out with the Young broth-

all three of us together ran against 
the door. 

“The door flew open. There were 
two shots fired from the inside of 
the house. They sounded like shot- 
gun reports. Both the Sheriff and

“All the rest of our boys were 
at their por*s. Ollie Crosswhite 
and Oren Brown were on the north 
side of the house. “ony Oliver, the 
chief of detectives, was hit behind 
a tree, with a rifle. The Sheriff 
had a rifle, too, but he never got 
a chance to use it. The rest of us 
had our pistols. 


Another Shot Down. 


“IT ran back to the front’ of the 
house and got behind a tree, On 
my right was Sid Meadows, behind 
another tree, and on my left, Tony 
Oliv.r. Charlie Houser never got 
behind any tree. He stayed kind of 
north, in the yard. The house, you 
see, faces east, so, facing it, we 
were looking west. Houser was 
north of Sid Méadows. He came 
walking up and he had no more 
than gotten even with the house 
than down he went. 

“We were firing at the windows, 
but we cov’ “n't see anyl ody. They 
were firing back and chipping the 
trees we were standing behind. 
Then Sid Meadows hollered over 
to me “they just got Crosswhite.”’ 
From where he was, he could see 
Crosswhite go down behind . the 


house. I couldn’t, he was right in 
front of it. Still we couldn't see 
anybody. Just shoot through .the 


windows was all we could do, 
When the shooting started John- 
son and Ben F. Bilyeu got into the 
police car and started to town for 
help. The Youngs shot at the car 
as it left and hit Johnson in the 
foot. 

“After Crosswhite went down. 
Brown ran north and back east 
again.

couragement of home ownership. 

“To accomplish these purposes 
we must so liberate the resources 
of the country banks, the savings

These three men, it developed at 
a preliminary hearing, blamed the 
incident on what they described as 
Chamberlain's “arrogant, provoca- 
tive attitude.” 

Lieutenant-Colonel Matsui of 
Gen. Honjo's staff, expressed the 
opinion that “‘the immediate cause 
of this unfortunate incident seems 
to have been that Chamberlain 
treated Japanese soldiers as if they 
were Chinese. The Japanese sol- 
dier is proud. American and Japa- 
nese manners are different, and 
these ‘soldiers considered Chamber- 
lain’s manner insulting.” 

Chamberlain's friends and con- 
sular colleagues declared him to be 
an unusually quiet and mild-man- 
nered person. 

The attitude of the Japanese au- 
thorities implied that they consid- 
ered the apologies sufficient to 
close the incident except for possi- 
ble punishment of the two privates. 
They seemed to desire that the 
matter be treated purely as a local 
incident. 

The American Consulate General, 
however, declined to commit itself 
concerning the acceptability of the 
Japanese measures. 

The assault on Chamberlain, 
whose face was cut to the bone in 
two places, was reported immedi- 
ately to the Japanese Consul by 
Myers. Myers told the Japam'se 
official the assault. was ‘‘entirely 
unprovoked.” 

Chamberlain, formerly of. Kan- 
sas City, has been a member of 
the consular service for 10 years. 
He arrived in Mukden Saturday 
en the way to Harbin, where he 
recently had been assigned follow- 
ing a vacation trip to the United 
States. | 

He was riding in the American 
Consul’s automobile, which dis- 
played an American flag and coat 
of arms, on his way to the station 
to catch an-early morning train 
for Harbin. The automobile was 
halted at the border of the Jap- 
anese railway town by three men. 

Chamberlain alighted from the 
car and showed his diplomatic 


passport, explaining his status in| 
Chinese, which he speaks fluent-! 


ly, One of the men, he said, 
showed a knowledge of Chinese 
and Chamberlain does not speak 
Japanese. 

The thrée began to beat him with 
their fists and he retreated to the 
inside of the car. They followed 
him and continued to beat him. The 
chauffeur finally drove the car 
away and Chamberlain returned to 
the Consulate, later continuing his 
journey to Harbin. 

Occupation of Chinchow was 
completed yesterday and only the 
“mopping up" of irregular Chi- 
nese bands was left to complete 
the Japanese occupation of Man- 
churia. Japanese aviators report- 
ed several bands of irregulars still 
were visible along the Peiping- 
Mukden Railway between Chin- 
chow and Shankaikwan, where the 
Great Wall reaches the sea. 

Several Chinese were killed by 
Japanese flyers who attacked 
groups of irregulars in villages 
north of Yingkow with machine 
guns and bombs. 


State Department Asks for Further

Shot Behind. the Ear. 
“About that time Tony called as 
loud as he could and said ‘They 
got me.’ It wasn’t the shot that 
killed him, I think, because he 
stood right up and Kept on shoot- 
ing. He kept right on shooting. He 
had a rifle, one of these thirty-two 
twenties. 

“Sometime in the fight a rifle 
bullet from the house took me be- 
hind the ear. It wasa glancing 
blow.

Made Dash for Road.

$7,750,000 TRUST 
INAH. HANDLAN'S 
WILLIS SUSTAINED 


Supreme Court, on Second 
Hearing of Five Appeals, 
Finds Rule Against Per- 
petuities Not Violated. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatth. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.— 
Trust provisions of the will of 
Alexander H. Handlan of St. Louis, 
wealthy manufacturer of railroad 
supplies, which set up $1,750,000 in 
property for the benefit of seven 
heirs, were sustained by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court en banc today 
after a second hearing of five ap- 
peals, 

The decision reverses a judgment 
in St. Louis Circuit Court in 1928, 
by Judge Hartmann. The lower 
court held the trust provisions 
were invalid, that the will there- 
fore did not apply to property de- 
vised under its residuary or trust 
fund clause and ordered partition 
of the trust fund property among 
the heirs. 

Division No. 1 of the Supreme 
Court sustained the trust fund pro- 
visions of the will in April, 1930, 
after hearing the appeals in a con- 
solidated case, but subsequently 
the consolidated case was trans- 
ferred to the Supreme Court en 
bane for rehearing by the entire 
membership of the court. 

Rule Against Perpetuities. 

The Circuit Court, in sustaining 
a partition suit by Mrs. Kathryn 
T. Trautz, a daughter of Mr. Hand- 
lan, upheld a contention that the 
trust provisions violated the rule 
against perpetuities, which is that 
no trust shall extend beyond a life 
or lives in being and 21 years 
thereafter. The will said the trust 
should begin after termination of 
administration of the estate in Pro- 
bate Court—a time that was prob- 
lematical—and continue for 20 
years. This, the lower court held, 
failed to fix a definite time for 
commencement of the trust. 

The Supreme Court en banc, A 
an opinion by Judge W. F. Frank; 
overrules this decision. It holds 
that, considering all provisions, Mr. 
Handlan intended the active oper- 
ation of the trust to begin on the 
date of the will, except as inter- 
rupted or postponed by adminis- 
tration of the estate. All of the 
Judges concurred except Judge 
Berryman Henwood, who did not 
sit in the case. 

Judge Frank holds the trust was 
created and legal] title to the trust 
property passed to the trustees on 
the effective date of the will. 
Provisions of the Will. 

Mr. Handlan, who was president 
of the Handlan-Buck Co., died in 
1921. His will, after making spe-

cific bequests, provided the remain- 
der of the estate be formed into the 
trust, with three sons, Alexander H.

Handlan, as the trustees. The will 
provided the income of the trust be 
divided into three shares of 16 per 
cent each for the sons and four 
shares of 13 per cent each for the 
daughters, Mrs. Marie H. Hornsby, 
Mrs. Vella H. Bisbee, Mrs. Lillian 
H. Lemp and Mrs. Trautz, except 
that the share of Mrs. Trautz was 
to go to her daughter, Kathryn 
Handlan, who had assumed the 
name of her mother’s family. The 
widow, Mrs. Mollie A. Handlan, 
who died in 1924, received specific 
bequests and an annuity of $12,- 
000 a year.

MOVED 10 MART: 
BOMB FOLLOWS 


28 Sticks of Dynamite 
Thrown Through Door 
Into: Vestibule of New 
Building Fail to Explode. 


A pasteboard carton containing 
28 sticks of dynamite was found 
by police early yesterday in the 
vestibule of the new St. Louis Mart 
Building, 407 South Twelit: sfreet. 

A four-foot section of f--», at- 
tached with a cap to one of the 
sticks, apparently had been lighted 
but extinguished when the package 
was thrown into the _ vestibule 
through a hole broken in the north 
entrance door on Twelfth street. 

In their investigation police pro- 
ceded on the theory that the plac- 
ing of the package was a result of 
the recent removal to the Mart 
Building of the Empire News Serv- 
ice, operated by Beverly Brown 
and “Gullie’” Owen, Cuckoo gang 
bondsmen. ‘The former offices of 
the news service, which supplies 
racetrack results to bookmakers, 
were in the Buder Building, where 
the eighth floor was damaged last 
March 18 by a dynamite bomb 
placed directly above the news 
service offices. 

A threat to compel the Mart to 
“get rid of that news _ service 
you've got in the building” was re- 
ported by C. M. Kiger, warehouse 
superintendent of the Mart, who 
said he received an anonymous 
telephone call yesterday afternoon. 
The caller referred to “that pack- 
age’ and said, “that’s what we 
mean by telling you you'd better 
get rid of them.” 

Police Find Package. 

The dynamite was discovered at 
2:20 a. m. by police officers on 
patrol who found a glass panel 
broken out of the door. Failing to 
summon two private watchmen 
who were on upper floors of the 
building, they called other officers 
from Police Headquarters, across 
Spruce street on the north of the 
Mart Building, and they fished the 
package out through the door with 
a piece of wire. An automobile 
jack, apparently used to _— break 
through the door, was on the ves- 
tibule floor 

After examination of the pack- 

age, the dynamite was thrown into 
the Mississippi River. 
John E. Percival, superintendent 
of the Mart, said he regarded the 
placing of the package in the build- 
ing as a “bluff.” Percival said 
there had been no labor troubles 
of any kind in the building, which 
will not be completed until March 
1.

YEAR FOR BRUTALITY 


Washington Officers Sentenced 
Following Inquiry Into Third 
Degree Tactics. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — Three 
police officers were sentenced to- 
day to a year’s imprisonment for 
assaulting prisoners. 

The three—James A. Mostyn, 
William R. Laflin and Robert J 
Barrett—received the maximum 
sentence for simple assault cases 
In addition, Mostyn and Laflin 
were fined $500 each. 

Justice Proctor in the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court ‘said the 
officers had exceeded their duty 
and violated the law. He added 
the evidence disclosed Mostyn and 
Laflin were guilty of “deliberate 
torture of a prisoner to gain a con- 
fession.”’ 

In sentencing Barrett he said: 

“We can’t depend on police to 
solve mysteries with their fists, If 
they expect to solve crimes, they 
must use their heads. I cannot con- 
sider this anything but a very ser- 
ious violation of the law.” 


$100,000 IN JEWELS TAKEN 
IN HOLDUP IN LONDON 


Robbers Escape in Auto After Dar- 
ing Crime in Heart of 
Mayfair.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—In one of the 
most daring holdups which has oc- 
curred in London in many years, 
several men in an automobile to- 
day robbed the manager of a 
jewelry store in the heart of May- 
fair of $100,000 worth of gems. 

They drew up to the curb in Re- 
gent street as the manager was 
walking to his shop from a bank 
not more than 50 yards away, car- 
rying his firm’s most valuable jew- 
els which had been stored in the 
vaults over the week-end. 

They yanked his hat down over 
his face, threw him to the sidewalk, 
seized the gems, dashed back into 
the car and sped away. 

The holdup took only about 20 
seconds and none of the passersby 
could pr@vide a good description of 
either the car or the robbers.

TWO TANIGAB FIRMS 
EMPLOYES 10 STRIKE 


Yellow and Red Top Drivers to 
Walk Out Without Support 
of International. 


Union taxicab chauffeurs, em- 
ployed by the American Taxicab 
Co., operating Yellow cabs, and 
Red Top Cabs, Inc., were to turn 
in their éabs at 6 p. m. today and 
put into effect the strike which 
they voted last Thursday tn resist- 
ance of a wage adjustment imposed 
by employers. 

The strike received the indorse- 
ment of the Teamsters’ Joint Coun- 
cil of St. Louis, composed of 13 
teamsters’ and chauffeurs’ unions, 
but is not supported by the Team- 
sters’ International Union. AS a re- 
sult, the men will not receive strike 
benefit payments from the interna- 
tional. 

Under the previous contract, 
which expired at midnight tast 
Thursday, the men received $28.50 
a week, with three days off monthe- 
ly with pay. Employers demand- 
ed an adjustment to $3 a day, 
with no time off with pay, plus 
a comunission .of 40 per cent on 
all receipts over $7.50 a day, to 
be computed weekly. Union lead- 
ers offered to compromise ata flat 
wage scale of $4 a day, which was 
refused. 

The drivers complained that for 
the last eight weeks the two com. 
panies have issued predated 90-day 
checks for 25 per cent of wages 
due, and would not agree to limit 
the number of taxicabs under the 
coinmission proposal. This and the 
added fact that the commission was 
to he computed weekly, instead of 
daily, were important factors in the 
decision to strike, union leaders 
said. 

The strike will not involve the 
Checker and Black and White 
taxis, which are owned by individ- 
ual drivers. 

The union has a membership of 
approximately 900 men, of whom 
about 400 are employes of the Red 
Top and American companies.

STATE CONGRESSIONAL 
REDISTRICTING ACT 
VETO IS SUSTAINED 


Continued From Page One. 


the Legislature passed the redis- 
tricting bill, it became effective 
without approval of the Governov, 
and that his veto was meaningless. 

Judge White, in overruling this 
pointed out that the 
power of the State to prescribe 
congressional districts was derived 
from the Federal Constitution and 
acts of Congress, the redistricting 
to be accomplished according te 
the legislative methods of the sey- 
eral states. 

Section 4 of Article 1 of the Fed- 
eral Constitution provides “the 
time, places and manner of hold- 
ing elections for Senators and Rep- 
resentatives shall be prescribed in 
each state by the Legislature there- 
of; but the Congréss may at any 
time, by law, make or alter such 
regulations. Pe 

“Legislature” Defined. 

Judge White said these acts 
could be accomplished only by en- 
actment of laws by the legislatures. 
“The word. ‘legislature’ cannot 
mean one thing for one of such 
duties and another thing for the 
rest,” he said. “It cannot mean 
the law-making power (which in- 
cludes the Governor) in prescrib- 
ing some of the details in the man- 
ner. of holding elections and the 
mere individual action of the mem- 
bers in prescribing others.” 

He referred briefly to a decision 
of the Minnesota Supreme Court, 
which sustamed the validity of a 
Congressional redistricting act in 
that State despite a veto by the 
Governor, on the ground the word 
“legislature,” as used in the Fed- 
eral Constitation, meant merely the 
legislative body and not the law- 
making power. Judge White ex- 
pressed the view that if the Minne- 
sota ruling were upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court, on 
an appeal, it would be because of 
the interpretation by the Minne 
sota court of provisions of the Min- 
nesota constitution. 

He also referred to two decisions 
in the courts of New York and 


1932 


South Dakota, holding the word 
“legislature” meant the law-mak- 
ing power and not merely the leg- 
islative body. 

The decision today will dispose 
of the legal questions in another 
case pending in Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court, in which Henri Chou- 
teau of St. Louis, a prospective 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for Congressman in the 
Ninth District as outlined in the 
vetoed act, has asked for an in- 
junction to restrain the Secretary 
of State from accepting declara- 
tions of congressional candidates 
desiring to run at large. , The case 
involves the same contention as the 
Carroll case, that the Governor's 
veto was ineffective and the act 
was in force. 

Another case pending in the Su- 
preme Court involves a test of 
validity of a State senatorial dis- 
trict revision ordered into force 
last July by Gov. Caulfield, Attor- 
ney-General Shartel and Secretary 
of State Becker after the 1931 Leg- 
islature failed to pass a senatorial 
redistricting bill. This redistrict- 
ing was ordered in an attempt to 
revive the former’ constitutional 
power of the three officials to re- 
vise the senatorial] districts, if the 
Legislature failed to do so after a 
decennial census. The Supreme 
Court in 1921, by a four to three 
vote, held that the adoption of the 
initlative.-and referendum amend- 
ment to the State Constitution de- 
prived the three officials of their 
redistricting power. The three 
officials hope to obtain a new rul- 
ing overturning the 1921 decision.

FIVE MASKED MEN 
BURN MILK TRUCK 


Flare-up of Violence at Effing- 
ham, Ill., First in Six 
Weeks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
EFFINGHAM, IIll., Jan. 4.—Vio- 


lence flared up today in the milk 
war strike after a lull since Fed- 
eral Judge FitzHenry issued an in- 
junction six weeks ago at Spring- 
field and excoriated the perpetra- 
tors of what he described as an 
“unprecedented era” of lawless- 
ness. 

A milk truck driven by Bert Sex- 
ton was burned by five masked 
men when it ran out «ff gasoline 
near Hagerstown and about 100 
gallons of milk was destroyed. Sex- 
ton reported that he left the Ha- 
gerstown milk plant with sufficient 
gasoline to make his rounds, and 
thinks the tank was drained while 
he was collecting milk for’ the 
Pevely Dairy Co. 

The five men were waiting when 


he returned from a neighboring 
farmhouse with some _ gasoline. 
They took the fuel from him, 


poured it over the truck and set 
fire to it. 

John Hartke, a dairy farmer near 
Effingham, reported that a bomb, 
apparently thrown at his barn, ex- 
ploded harmlessly in his yard be- 
fore daylight Sunday after his tele- 
pone wires had been cut. It was 
reported today also that Mrs. Wil- 
liam Hartke, wife of a dairy farm- 
er, was struck in the arm by a shot 
several days ago when she stepped 
from her house into the farmyard. 
Federal injunctions against vio- 
lence have been obtained by Peve- 
ly Dairy Co. not only in the 
Springfield district, but also St. 
Louis and East St. Louis. They 
cover the entire territory of the 
strike of Sanitary Milk Producers 
which began last Sept. 1—the long- 
est agricultural strike on record.

Supreme Court Declines to 


Mandamus Secretary of 
State Becker — Decision 


to Be Issued Later. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—-The 
State Penal Board lost its suit to 
compel Secretary of State Becker 
to award the contract for manu- 
facture of State automodbile li- 
cense plates for 1932 to the peni- 
tentiary, on a bid lower than that 
on which Becker made the award 
to a private firm. The Missouri 
Supreme Court en banc today de- 
nied a writ of mandamus to force 


Becker to accept the penal board 
bid. 

The court did not issue an opin- 
ion, but announced that a written 
opinion would be filed later. Mean- 
time the court merely noted in its 
minutes that the peremptory writ 
of mandamus was denied. The vote 
was not disclosed, but will be 
shown when the written opinion is 
filed. 

The decision was announced, in 
advance of the written opinion, be- 
cause it had been urged that an 
early decision was necessary 80 a 
supply of plates would be avail- 
able when the State automobile li- 
cense year begins on Feb, 1. 

History of the Award, 

Becker awarded the contract for 
manufacturing the plates last Oct. 
21 to the 8.:G. Adams Co. of St 
Louis, on its bid of 13.89 cents a 
pair of plates, after rejecting a bid 
of 7.66 cents a pair by the W. F. 
Robertson Steel & Iron Co. of 
Springfield, O. Becker said the 
‘plate sample submitted by the Rob- 
ertson company did not meet his 
specifications and that he favored 
purchasing products manufactured 
in Missouri, 

The Penal Board then submitted 
a bid of 10 cents a pair, under a 
law providing that the contract 
shall be awarded to the prison 
when it has the necessary machin- 
ery and offers to manufacture the 
plates at a cost equal to or less 
than the best bid from other 
sources, The law does not require 
the prison to submit a bid at the 
time other manufacturers bid, and 
the Attorney-General ruled that an 
award to the penitentiary was 
mandatory, if it was equipped to 
manufacture the plates, and met or 
underbid the best offer from other 
sources. 

Becker Refused to Make Award. 

When the prison asked for in- 
formation on the best bid received 
by Becker, to prepare its own pro- 
posal, Becker announced he would 
not make the award to the prison, 
declaring it was not properly 
equipped, and: unemployment con- 
ditions were such that work should 
not be taken from “square” labor. 
After Becker made the award, the 
board applied to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of mandamus to compel 
him to accept the prison bid. 

Evidence in a hearing before a 
special commissioner turned large- 
ly on the question of whether the 
prison was properly equipped to 
manufacture the plates. Officials 
of the prison contended they had 
proper equipment. Witnesses for 
Becker asserted the prison was not 
equipped. It was contended Beck- 
er had exercised a lawful discretion 
in not making the award to the 
prison. 

Based on estimates of a require- 
ment of 750,000 license plates for 
passenger automobiles and trucks 
in 1932, the penitentiary’s bid would 
involve an expenditure of $29,175 
less in State funds than the bid at 
which the contract was awarded, 
exclusive of chauffeurs’ badges, 
motor cycle plates and other small- 
er items, on which the prison bid 
was slightly less than that on 
which the award was made. 

Before the Penal Board suit was 
filed, Becker issued a statement 
suggesting a suit be instituted to 
test the constitutionality of the law 
under which the Penal Board sub- 
mitted its bid. 


Rehearing on Tax on Judicial Sal- 
aries Denied. 
The Supreme Court en banc 
overruled a motion for a rehear- 
ing in the test case in which it 
recently held that Circuit Judges 
in St. Louis are subject to pay- 
ment of the State income tax on 
their salaries, in the same man- 
ner as other taxpayers. 
The ruling apparently ends the 
case, unless the Circuit Judges find 
a means for an appeal to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court.

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"BEEF RAGOUT 


Cut cold roast beef in médium- 
sized, even pieces. Sprinkle with 
salt, pepper and flour, using three 


tablespoons flour, one teaspoon salt 
end one-quarter teaspoon pepper 
for four cups meat. Melt four ta- 
blespoons butter or meat drippings 
in a déep saucepan, add the meat, 
one-half cup sliced onions and three 
whole cloves. 

Stir until the meat is slightly 
browned, then add two cups canned 
tomatoes, any leftover gravy, and 
one-half cup boiling water. Cover 
and cook slowly for one hour. Then 
stir in one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce and one tableépoon 
flour mixed with a little cold water. 
Let boil up once and serve around 
mounds of boiled rice. 


CRANBERRY MARMALADE . 


Pick over and wash one quart 
deep red cranberries. Put in a 
saucepan with one cup water and 
one cup sliced apples (not peeled). 
Cook until the fruit is soft, then 
rub through a coarse strainer and 
measure the pulp.: Mix with an 
equal amount of sugar, the grated 
rind of one orange and one-quarter 
cup orange juice. 

Stir until the sugar dissolves, 
then boil gently, stirring frequently 
until as thick as heavy cream. Re- 
move from the fire, pour into ster- 
ilized jelly glasses and seal with 
melted paraffine. Makes four or 
five glasses. P 


SCALLOPED CORN 


Melt four tablespoons of butter, 
add one-half cup flour mixed with 
one teaspoon of salt, one and one- 
quarter teaspoons of mustard, one- 
quarter teaspoon of paprika. When 
thoroughly mixed, gradually add 
one and one half cups of milk, stir- 
ring continually. Bring to boiling 
point, remove from the fire, add 
one can of corn, one egg and three 
tablespoons Worcestershire sauce. 
Mix thoroughly. Pour into buttered 
baking dish. Cover with small 
squares of bread dipped into melted 
butter. Bake one-half hour in mod- 
erate oven. 


FRUIT BREAD PUDDING 


Cut eight slices of buttered bread 
into large dice, put a layer in bot- 
ton of greased baking dish. Chop 
two cooking apples and one cup of 
figs and place a layer on the bread, 
and proceed in this manner until 
dish is filled. 

Make a custard of two well-beat- 
en eggs, one-half cup of syrup from 
the figs, and one and One-half cups 
of milk, pour over pudding and set 
aside for half an hour, then bake 
about 30 minutes in moderate oven. 
Serve hot or cold with sweet sauce. 


Vanilla Sauce for Puddings. 

Mix one and one-half tablespoons 
corn starch and one-half cup sugar, 
then add one cup boiling water, 
boil five minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Take from fire and add 
two tablespoons butter and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. 
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GRANDMOTHER SAYS 
THESE ARE GOOD 


Old Time Soup and Dessert Are 
Worthy of Appearing on 
Modern Menus. 


Looking over her old cookbook 
the other day, Grandmother found 
a pepperpot soup and lemon snow 
pudding recipes, both of which are 
very good. 

Try the soup the day after a 
shoulder of veal has been served, 
ang use the bones and leftovers 
for the soup foundation. It’s par- 
ticularly good when the rest of the 
menu is to be light, for pepperpot 
soup is almost a stew in richness 
and substantial food values. 

Pepperpot Soup. 

Make the stock by boiling veal 
bones with two quarts of water, a 
large onion, a diced carrot and one 
tablespoon salt for two hours— 
boil very slowly. Remove bones 
and add two cups diced vegetables 
—turnips, beans, onion, carrot, cel- 
ery, etc. Cut one pound tripe in 
small pieces and brown in two ta- 
blespoons butter. Add to the soup 
together with one cup diced meat. 
Cover and simmer for about two 
hours longer. Thicken with one- 
third cup flour mixed with cold wa- 
ter to a thin paste and serve very 
hot. Any combination of vegetables 
may be used. 

Lemon Snow Pudding. 

Soak two tablespoons plain gela- 
tine in one-half cup cold water for 
five minutes, then dissolve in two 
cups boiling water. Cool slightly, 
add three-quarters cup sugar and 
stir until the sugar dissolves. Add 
one-half cup lemon juice and cool 
until beginning to thicken. Beat 
the whites of three eggs until stiff. 
Beat the gelatine mixture until 
frothy, add the egg whites and con- 
tinue beating until stiff enough to 
hold its shape. If the bowl of gel- 
atine is placed ina pan of ice water 
or cracked ice white beating it will 
stiffen quickly. Chill and serve 
with custard sauce. 


LEMON. EGGNOG 


Beat yolk of egg with two table- 
spoons lemon juice and one table- 
spoon sugar. Pour into tall glass. 
Beat white of egg stiff with one 
tablespoon sugar, Fold § three- 
fourths of egg white into egg-yolk 
mixture. Add milk to almost fill 
glass. Stir with spoon and top 
drink with remainder of beaten egg 
white. 

Orange eggnog may be made 
with the same recipe, but add one- 
fourth cup of orange juice instead 
of lemon juice. 


RAISIN RICE PUDDING 


Wash and drain two tablespoons 
rice. Place in buttered pudding 
pan and pour in two cups of milk. 
Bake in slow oven for about one 
and one-half hours, stirring occa- 
sionally. Add one cup seedless 
raisins, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth cup sugar and one teaspoon 
vanilla. 

. Bake about 45 mihutes more un- 
til a golden brown, but do not stir 
again.

We are asked for cheese cake 
and cheese rarebit recipes which 
we give, and we add a cheese and 
pear salad which is especially good 
served with the new cranberry 
dressing which many are using 
now. 


Cheese Cake. 

Roll the contents of a package 
of sweiback to fine crumbs and 
mix with one-half cup sugar, one 
teaspoon cinnamon and one-third 
cup melted butter. Spread the bot- 
tom and sides of a medium sized 
spring mold with a thick layer of 
the crumbs. Butter the mold first 
so that the crumbs will stick. Rub 
two cups cottage cheese and one 
cake cream cheese through a fine 
strainer to make it smooth, Add 
gradually the beaten yolks of three 
eggs, one tup sugar, the grated 
rind of one lemon, one-quarter cup 
lemond juice, cne teaspoon vanilla, 
and two tablespoons flour mixed 
with one-quarter teaspoon powder. 
Then stir in one and one-quarter 
cups thin cream or one cup evap- 
orated milk mixed with one-quarter 
cup water. 

Beat the whites of three eggs un- 
til stiff, fold into the cheese mix- 
ture and when well blended pour 
the mixture into the mold. Bake in 
a moderate oven for an hour. By 
that time it should be firm and 
delicately browned on -top. If 
not, increase the heat to brown it. 
Remove from the oven and let cool 
before loosening the pan. A spring 
mold has a pin on the side that 
holds the rim in place; when re- 
moving the rim the pin is lifted out 
and the cake left intact on the bot- 
tom of the pan. 

Cheese Rarebit. 

Cut three-quarters pound soft, 
sharp cheese in small pieces. melt 
two tablespoons butter in a sauce- 
pan, stir in two teaspoons corn- 
starch, then one-half cup thin 
cream or evaporated milk. When 
hot add the cheese, one teaspoon 
dry mustard, one-half teaspoon 
paprika, one teaspoon salt and one 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce.

He said about 13 per cent 
or $1,300,000,000 of this had gcne 
to Germany, which, he said, was 
not large enough to have had “so 
vital an effect.” He added: “If 
Germany had not been loaned 
money, she would long since have 
been unable to pay reparations.” 

The banker testified that the 
$600,000,000 of German short term 
securities in this country are held 
“mainly by banks and _ trust com- 
panies,” Johnson asked how 
large a proportion was held in New 
York City. Kahn refused to esti- 
mate whether it was more than 
half. 

Johnson pressed for a statement 
of what institution held the bulk 
of the securities in New York. Aft- 
er asserting that he had no exact 
information, Kahn named the Chase 
National Bank, the National City 
Bank and the Chemical National 
Bank.

As compared with this vote, the 
1600 members of the league’s coun- 
cil whose ballots have been  re- 
turned vote 46 per cent for can- 
cellation or reduction (14 per cent 
for cancellation, 32 per cent for re- 
duction); 41 per cent favor further 
postponement and 13 per i 
negatively. Ninety-nine qualified 
votes favoring cancellation, reduc- 
tion or further postponement, 
mostly in return for disarmament 
or a substantial reduction of arma- 
ments, are not included. 

There is a closer agreement con- 
cerning the tariff. No member of 
the committee of experts,-and only 
3 per cent of the national council 
favors the raising of existing tariff 
schedules. Eight per cent of the 
committee and 22.per cent of the 
council are recorded in favor of 
keeping the schedules as they are 
at present, while 75 per cent of the 
members and 92 per cent of the 
special committee “voted that the 
Schedules should be reduced as 
promptly as possible. 


Firmer Bank Policy Favored. 


Adoption of a more positive pol- 
icy by the central banks, including 
the Federal Reserve Bank, for pre- 
venting excessive inflation and de- 
flation, is favored by all of the vot- 
ing members of the committee and 
by a 91 per cent vote of the coun- 
cil. Ninety per cent of the com- 
mittee and 84 per cent of the coun- 
cil think that these banks should 
also utilize the power of gold and 
credit to lessen the fluctuation of 
production and unemployment. 

Establishment of a national ad- 
visory council for economic plan- 
ning is favored by an 83 per cent 
vote of the members of the coun- 
cil and by 87 per cent of the spe- 
cial committee.

Policy Group Approves Bill 
Which Does Not Touch 
_ Rate Structure.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — The 


Democratce Senate-House policy 
committee today agreed on a tariff 
bill and it was introduced in the 
House. 

The measure was drafted during 
the Christmas holidays by Speaker 
Garner, Senator Harrison of Mis- 
sissippi, ranking Democrat on the 
Finance Committee; Representative 
Rainey of Illinois, the Democratic 
feader, and Chairman Collier of the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 

Tt will be brought up for action 
in the House probably Thursday. 
The agreement of the 10 Senators 
and 10 House members was reached 
after a two hours’ conference in 
the Speaker’s office. 

The measure’ does not touch the 
rate structure of the tariff. It sets 
out a policy that the Democrats 
would follow in event they captured 
the Senate and the House in the 
elections next fall. 

The tariff proposal carries a pro- 
vision authorizing an international

It also would provide for the Tariff 
Commission to make recommenda- 
tions to Congress instead of to the 
President for changes in duties. It 
embraces a provision for the crea- 
tion of a consumers’ counsel for the 
Tariff Commission, and looks to a 
lowering of duties as a result of the 
proposed international conference. 

In a statement, the policy com- 
mittee said: “Under the situation

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ST. LOUIS’ MELTING POT. 

Figures for the 1930 census, now being circulated, 
demonstrate to what an extent St. Louis has become 
a city of Americans, and how effectively its institu- 
tions have operated as a melting pot. The old idea 
that St. Louis had a huge German population is up- 
set, though no census can erase the sontribution 
which German immigrants and their descendants 
have made to this community. ‘ 

Less than a tenth—that is, 9.7 per cent—of the 
city’s 821,960 population at the time of the census con: 
sisted of persons of foreign birth. The Negro ele 
ment, in fact, was larger, with 11.3 per cent. Of the 
80,386 residents of foreign birth, somewhat more than 
one-fourth were natives of Germany, nearly one-eighth 
came from Russia and almost as many from Italy, 
while Austria, Poland and Ireland each contributed 
about one-sixteenth. The other five-sixteenths came 
in smaller numbers from 18 other specified nations 
and a number of unnamed countries. The residents 
born in Germany:constituted only 2.7 per cent of the 
city’s population. Adding natives of St. Louis who 
had one parent, or both, born in Germany, the firat 
and second generation German-St. Louisans com- 
prised 14.5 per cent of the city. ak 
As to the absorption of thé various foreign stocks, 
the illiteracy table tells a striking tale. St. Louis 
had only 12,331 illiterate persons 10 years or more of 
age, and all but 302 of these were adults.

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ONE USELESS BUREAU. 

There ig one bureau in Washington which should 
be first to fall under the ax of economy which Ptesi- 
dent Hoover wants Congress to authorize him to 
wield. That is the Federal Prohibition Bureau, | 
The enforcement of prohibition has now been placed 
in the hands of the Department of Justice, where it 
ought to be. But @ special enforcement unit is still 
maintained by appropriations of Congress. The ap- 
propriation for the year 1930 was $9,038,000. The 
budget estimate for the fiscal year 1931-19382 is $11,- 
530,680. * This expenditure is worse than waste at 
any time, but with a year of deficite and forced high- 
er taxes, it should be eliminated by all means. 
The consolidation of bureaucratic activities is good 
business, The abolition of numerous bureaus is good 
policy. There are few, if any, of the bureaus in Wasb- 
ington that are not more useful to the public than 
the prohibition enforcement unit. It may be fndicted 
under several counts: 
1. Futility. The unit does not enforce the law. It 
makes @ show of enforcement by raids and arrests of 
offenders, mostly of the minor class.. It fills the jails 
and penitentiaries with offenders, including a few of 
the major law Violators; but bootlegging continues, 
wholesale and retail, and violation of the law steadily 
incréases. | 
2: Injustice. For the purpose of making a showing, 
it sends to jail or the penitentiary men-and women 
innocent of any real crime. It brands these petty 
offendérs against the law as criminals, and thus adds 
to the rapidly increasing criminal class. 
8. Corruption. The prohibition unit is infested 
with grafters who collect large sums of money for 
the protection of law violators. Few grafters and 
corruptionists are prosecuted, but many who are guilty 
of corruption are dismissed from the service on the 
charge of unfitness, and thus escape punishment. The 
graft is not confined to prohibition agents, but in- 
cludes other officials who are brought under their in- 
fluence and share the spoils with them. 
4. Crime. By its alliance with corrupt law officers, 
it promotes not only corruption, but criminal con 
spiracies and gangsterism, the members of which en- 
joy the benefits of official protection. 
It is merely on the theory of the sacredness of the 
eighteenth amendment and the Volstead Act above all 
other laws that a special unit was created and is 
maintained to enforce this one law. The theory is 
unsound and, as experience has proved, vicious in its 
effect. It creates contempt and hatred for this un- 
pdépular law, and disrespect for all law and govern- 
ment. 
Cut out the special appropriation for the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law, and let the Department 
of Justice enforce it as it does other Federal laws 
This will not only relieve the Government of useless 
expense, but will relieve the country of the disastrous 
effects of the work of the prohibition unit. 
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PRICE OF PUBLIC INDIFFERENCE. 
St. Louis County taxpayers are being called upon 
to pay $758,439, spent in planning sewers uhder the 
repealed Ralph sewer law. That increased the jn- 
tensity of the year-end headache, because the taxpay- 
ers have very little, if anything, to show for the 
money. Most of it—$578,428—was distributed in fees 
to engineers and lawyers, and not a shovelful of 
earth was turned in actual sewer construction. The 
Ralph sewer law was on the books before the people 
realized it was, as its critics im the Legislature de 
scribed it, a plum tree. Then, belatedly, they de- 
manded, and obtained, its repeal. But the price of 
public indifference to so vital a matter is a gigantic 
one. Perhaps the county will console itself in the 
thought that, if the law had not been repealed, the 
price would have been eveh higher.

Making the Machine Work for Man 


Since there are 20,000,000 persons in the United States, and uncounted millions else- 
where, who have not tasted the fruits of the machine, or the blessings that leisure 
brings, it would be folly to embark upon a policy of curtailing production; we are 
at the threshold of mankind's happiest period and need only to open the door, 
namely, to make it possible for mankind en masse to buy what can be produced.

The depression through which the United 
States is passing is, in essence, an indict- 
ment, not of the machine order, but of the 
economic order. The machine order is ready 
to produce goods. The economic order is 
not ready to produce customers. 

In the light of the social function of in- 
dustry, business leadership has no right to 
regard as a surplus the goods for which 
an authentic human need obviously exists. 
Unmovable goods, unless they are at t 
same time unneeded goods, are not a sig 
that business leadership has been too geal- 
ous in producing goods, but a sign that it 
has not beén zealous enough in building 
buying power among-the masses, 

I cannot concur with the, observers who 
contend that we have been producing too 
much. There are 123,000,000 of us in the 
United States. As late as 1928, a year of 
prosperity, 8,000,000 Americans were living 
below the poverty line, and some 12,000,000 
Americans living at a bare subsistence level. 
And today millions of our population have 
far from eatisfied the legitimate demands 
of a healthy and civilized folk. There is a 
whole world outside our frontiers in which 
millions upon. millions of men and women 
and children, outside the ranks of dire poor, 
are living far below the consumption level 
that we_have known and that héalth and 
civilized values dictate. To say that we are 
now or shall be for a long stretch of dec- 
ades to comé at the point where humanity 
is surfeited with goods and services it does 
not need for better living is, to me, too in- 
credible to consider seriously. 

. od - 

There are two ways to deal with this dis- 
turbed balance bétween production and con- 
sumption: (1) we can'slow down produc- 
tion by deliberate policy, or (2) we can 
speed up consumption by deliberate policy. 
I shall not disguise -my conviction that to 


throw the brakes on our productive capac- 


ity as a policy for the future, before we have 
fully explored the possibility of. building a 
buying power adequate to absorb, to sound 
social advantage, our potential output of 
consumer goods, would be a coward’s pol- 
icy and a social retreat.

The radical agitator has long pleaded for 
a wider distribution of wealth on the 
ground of social justice.

Today, however, events are proving that a 
wider distribution of wealth is essential to 
the solvency and success of capitalistic in- 
dustrialism itself, on the simple ground that 
it} is self-defeating for industrialism to get 
itself in a position to produce vast quan- 
tities of goods unless at the same time it 
sees to it that there are vast massés of 
consumers ready with money to buy, and 
leisure in which to enjoy, the goods that the 
high-powered industrial machine produces.

was described by Lewis and Pin- 
chot as an inadequate makeshitt, 
engaged in futile gestures designed 
to stave off real relief. 

Little Relief for Miners. 

Lewis pointed out that com- 
munity chests upon which the Gif- 
ford group is depending mainly, 
will afford little relief for miners, 
most of whom live in small min- 
ing towns and villages, which de- 
rive virtually all their income trom 
the wages of the miners. In most 
of them, he said, the stores and 
banks are already bankrupt or o" 
the brink of bankruptcy. 

“In the bituminous fields this is 
especially truce,” he went on. “The 
disorder of the bituminous indus- 
try, with its cut-throat competi- 
tion, part time employment, and 
diminishing wage, is known to 
you. But the depression of the last 
two years has reduced the work- 
ing time.of the mines, lowered the 
already pauperized wage of the 
worker, added to the enforced idle 
of this group, and increased their 
wretchedness. 

“Production of coal for. the cal- 
endar year 1931 did not exceed 
380,000,000 tons. This was 87,000,- 
000 tons less than the total pro- 
duction for 1930, and was the low- 
est production recorded since 1909. 

“In the past few years the num- 
ber of men employed in_ the 
bituminous coal industry decreased 
30 per cent, while the per man day 
production tncreased 20 per cent. 
The decrease in round numbers ap- 
proximates a reduction of 240,000 
miners. 

Three Days’ Work Per Week. 

“The average weekly running 


oe. 


jfime of the most advantageously 


located bituminous coal mines for 
several years past has only ap- 
proximated three days per week. 
Miners holding jobs in these mines 
have been dividing their working 
time with their more unfortunate 
fellow miners, and the result has 
been that from 8 to 12 days per 
month have constituted the aver- 
age payroll. Wage rates run all 
the way from $1.50 a day in the 
isolated non-union fields to $6 a 
day in the union fields. 

“These coal mining municipali- 
ties and townships cannot collect 
taxes and jhave exhausted , their 
credit, and’.therefore cannot pro- 
vide poor relief. Coal properties 
will not bring even 10 cents on the 
dollar and whatever benevolence 
the population of the mining com- 
munities is to receive must come 
from outside sources. 

More Than Million in Want. 

“In Pennsylvahtia alone approxi- 
mately 60,000 coal miners are in 
dire want: 30,000 in Illinois; 10,000 
in Indiana; 20,000 in Ohio; 20,000 In 
Kentucky; 30,000 in West Virginia. 
The remainder are scattered in 


"i coal producing states East, West, 


North and South 

“The figures I have given repre- 
sent a destitute population of more 
than 1,200,000. They live among 
neighbors but little better off than 
themselves. Their labor is essential 
to the conduct of our business and 
the comfort of our lives. They 
are a courageous group, the 
hazards of their occupation testify 
to this, These destitute ones hard- 


. 


ly know when they may eat their 
next meal. In many of the camps 
children are stiJl going barefoot. 

“Under the circumstances it is 
remarkable that these people have 
resisted communism and abstained 
from violence. The question of how 
long they can remain loyal to a 
Government which ignores their 
sufferings is one for you to con- 
sider.” 

Fourth of State’s Workers. 


“Immediately after my election,” 
Pinchot related, “I appointed a 
Committee on Unemployment in 
each ‘county in Pennsylvania, and 
also a State committee. 

“Last April these committees re- 
ported that we had no hungry peo- 
ple in the State. I found this tod 
be erroneous. In June I selected 
two expert social workers, Jacob 
Billikopf and J. Prentice Murphy, 
to canvass the situation. They found 
916,000 unemployed—approximate- 
ly 256 per cent of the employable 
population. 

“The latest reports indicate that 
we have about 1,000,000 unem- 
ployed. 

“It was obvious that an extra 
session of the Legislature Was im- 
perative and also that a spécial ses- 
sion of Congress was badly needed. 
Accordingly, I called an extra ses- 
sion of our Legislature, ,.and wrote 
President Hoover urging an extra 
session of Congress. 

“To the Legislature I submitted 
a program for raising $120,000,000 
—principally to provide jobs. The 
Republican machine fought my 
plan, and finally the Legislature ad- 
journed after appropriating only 
$19,000,000 and some of that uncon- 
stitutional. It was an empty ges- 
ture, 

Sixth of Unemployment, 

“Pennsylvania has about one- 
twelfth of the nation’s population, 
and about one-sixth of the unem- 
ployment. We really have a des- 
perate condition. In the soft coal 
fields women and children are go- 
ing without shoes. 

“Philadelphia and Pittsburg 
have nothing like the money they 
need. Reports of health and school 
officials show an increase in child 
mortality due to malnutrition. We 
had as many deaths during the first 
10 months of 1931 as during the 
full year of 1930.” 

Senator Costigan pointed out that 
Surgeon-General Cumming, head of 
the United States Health Service, 
had stated that there had been no 
increase in the sickness or death 
tates. 

“It is not true of Pennsylvania,” 
the Governor replied. 

His View of Local Relief. 

Emphasizing the need of Federal 
aid, he pointed out not only that 
the State had exhausted its bond- 
ing power, but that Pennsylvania 
and many other states are pre- 
vented: by their’*constitutions from 
levying taxes for such a purpose as 
unemployment relief. 

‘“‘Moreover,” he said, “the Hoov- 
er-Gifford plan of local relief iw 
essentially vicious. It has caused 
corporations to require their em- 
ployes to donate, In other words, 
it takes the money out of the lit- 
tle fellows. The purpose, in my 
opinion, 1s to avert an increase in 
the taxes of the very rich. 

“There is enough wealth in 
Pennsylvania to care for. the 
needy,”’ the Governor went on, “but 
no way of getting it except through 
Federal income taxes, For exam-. 
ple, I endeavored to raise money 
among our own rich citizens. I 
came to Washington and asked Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon to 
lead off with a contribution of $1,- 
000,000. He refused, much to my 
surprise, because I cannot see how 
a man in Secretary Mellon's posi- 
tion could refuse money for such 
a@ purpose.

Swollen rivers flooded sections 
of Glasgow and other areas, driving 
people from their homes and caus- 
ing considerable damage. In the 
Erz Mountains, on the border of 
Saxony and Czecho-Slovakia, cease- 
ess rain for 24 hours caused rivers 
to overflow at many points. 

The change was greatest, how-

MAX SCHMELING 

IN U. S,, SEEKING 
TO MAKE MILLION 
DOLLARS, BOXING

NEW YORK, Jan. 4. — Max 
Schmeling, heavyweight champion 
of the world, arrived here today on 
the liner Europa expecting to de- 
fend his title against Mickey Wal- 
ker in Miami, Fla., in February, 
and possibly against Jack Dempsey 
either in June or September. 

In fine condition, only a few 
pounds above his normal ring 
weight, Schmeling was in a gleeful 
mood as he talked of his prospects. 
He hopes to make $1,000,000 fight- 
ing here before his next visit home 
to Germany. 

“l’d like to fight Walker in 
Florida,” he said. “If Dempsey is 
ready to meet me in June, then I 
will Dox Jack Sharkey next Sep- 
tember.” 

Schmeling starts an exhibition 
tour in Newark next week. Con- 
tracts have not yet been signed for 
the Walker match in Miami, al- 
though Madison Square Garden has 
scheduled the bout. 


Champion Again in Good Standing 
With N. B. A. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—Max Schmel- 
ing, heavyweight champion, is at 
peace with the world insofar as the 
National Boxing Association is con- 
cerned. 

Gen. John V. Clinnin, president 
of the N. B. A., said today that Joe 
Jacobs, manager of Schmeling, had 
forwarded a check for $2500 as a 
forfeit to assure that Schmeling 
would defend his title in accord- 
ance with the rules of the National 
Boxing Association. 

As a result, Gen. Clinnin said, no 
vote will be taken on the proposal 
to have Schmeling’s title vacated 
for failing to defend it within the 
prescribed six months. The date 
for this action expired yesterday. 

Gen. Clinnin understands that 
Mickey Walker will be signed as 
Schmeling’s opponent for a contest 
to be fought in Miami this spring.

Al- 
though Walker has been mentioned 
as his probable opponent, we have 
advised ‘him that Jack Sharkey, 
Ernie Schaaf, Primo Carnera or 
Young Stribling will be acceptable.

Blames Foreign Crises 
Thinks, However, That 
Liquidation Has Largely 
Run Its Course.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Robert 
P. Lamont, reviewing the -year 
from the financial and business 
viewpoint, said: 

“Most of our domestic difficul- 
ties could have been corrected 
prior to this time had it not been 
tor the destructive effect upon our 
own economy of a series of finan- 
cial crises abrvad. 

“In the early months of the year 
we made distinct 
progress, resulting in ar upturn of 
more than seasonal proportions in 
industrial output, accompanied by 
increased employment and im- 
provement in security markets. 
Gains in principal industries pro- 
ducing consumers’ goods were pro- 
nounced and these were subse- 
quently held to a greater extent 
than were those of the heavy in- 
dustries. This expansive move- 
ment, however, was stopped by the 
crisis which developed in Central 
Europe in May and June. 

“That crisis created apvrehen- 
sion and fear in the United States 
which resulted in currency with- 
drawals and bank failures, besides 
reversing the upward trend of in- 
dustry and commerce. The year's 
postponement of intergovernmenta] 
debt payments at the initiative of 
the United States prevented im 
pending catastrophe and the situ- 
ation was further relieved by the 
agreement by which Germany's 
short-term obligations were extend- 
ed to the end of a six-month pe- 
riod, also at American initiative. 

“The favorable effect of these 
agreements upon world business 
was vitiated by lack of co-opera- 
tiog in Europe which resulted in 
the crisis culminating in September 
in the suspension of gold payments 
by Great Britain and later by other 
European countries. The fear and 
apprehension caused by this crisis, 
both abroad and at home, resulted 
in enormously increased hoarding 
and domestic bank failures and un- 
precedented withdrawals of gold 
from the United States by other na- 
tions fearful of a repetition of the 
British action. A financial crisis 
rapidly developed in the United 
States which was again arrested on 
Oct. 6 by the action of the Presi- 
dent in creating the National Credit 
Corporation and by other economic 
measures initiated at that time.” 

After reviewing the general do- 
mestic situation and the volume of 
trade, Lamont concluded: 

“On the whole, evidences are ac- 
cumulating that liquidation has 
largely run its course and that the 
natural upbuilding forceg are be- 
ginning to take hold, The very ex- 
tent and nature of the decline have

In view of the grave unsettle- 
ment of the economic scene at the 
present moment, it does not appear 
that any public purpose would be 
served by an attempt to estimate, 
thus far in advance, the trend of 
1932 earnings. So atttentien will 
be given here mainly to the prob- 
able 1931 results. 

One thing can be said, however: 


it is difficult to conceive how the, 


1932 showing can be worse than 
was that of 1931, and bases for the 
exception that some betterment 
may occur, especially in the latter 
half of the year, are not entirely 
lacking. 

_But before any validity whatso- 
ever can be given to Such an ex- 


pectation, we must await develop- 
ments of the next half year. 
Broadly estimated, we compute 
that the net income (after fixed 
charges) of leading industrial con- 
cerns will amount, in 1931, to 
around 55 per cent of the 1930 
total and to some 30 per cent of 
the 1929 total; that 1931 net of 
leading railroads will amount to 
35 to 40 per cent of the 1930 total 
and about 25 per cent of the 1929 
tetal, and that 1931 net of leading 
utilities will run much better, com- 
paratively—say fully 95 per cent 
of 1930, and almost equal to 1929 
results. r

abundance there has been stored 
away enough to carry him and his 
livestock through the winter, and 
a surplus is being held for better 
prices. 

No more striking agricultural pice 
ture could be presented than that 
of Arkansas. One year ago, devas- 
tated by the drouth and forced to 
accept Red Cross and Government 
aid, its farmers today are back on 
their feet and have been enabled 
to repay a high percentage of their 
loans. What has happened there 
largely duplicated in 
many other sections of the South, 
materially benefiting trade in St 
Louis as well as in local communie

The to- 
tal wholesale and retail trade for 
1931, thus would be approximate- 
ly $1,334,906,128. 

Wide diversification of manufac- 
turing and retail interests and con- 
servative policies of management 


are largely responsible for this im- 
pressive showing. In November 
department store sales in the 


Eighth Federal Reserve District, of 
which St. Louis is the capital, made 
the best relative showing of any 
district in the country. The de- 
crease over the nation for that 
month was 15 per cent, while in 
this district it~. as only 9. 


The Wholesale Situation. 

In analyzing the wholesale trade, 
we find that Washington avenue 
held its own very well in unit sales 
the past year and in many in- 
stances shows gains, but as before 
stated, lower prices have reduced 
the total volume. Dry goods houses 
have gone out into new territory, 
while at the same time working 
intensively the old territory. 

Shoe houses have experienced a 
very satisfactory year, the element 
of price being considered. In num- 
bers of pairs of shoes, sales have 
exceeded previous years. The St. 
Louis shoe manufacturing industry 
has made tremendous strideS in 
production and _ distribution of 
women’s novelty shoes, their out- 
put going into all sections of the 
United States.

Building Operations Cain. 
While the average citizen seems 
to have the impression that St. 
Louis building operations suffered 
a heavy slump in the past year, 
statistics compiled by the Building 
Commissioner show that the first 
11 months of 1931 were actually 
ahead of 1930 by $1,252,275. The 
total for 1930, not including De- 


cember, stood at $15,074,399, 
whereas for the same period in 
1931 the total was $16,332,764. 


April of 1931 showed the highest 
total, standing at $4,56%,665, but 
$3,100,000 of this is accounted for 
in the permit issued for the Illi- 
nois Traction Co.’s 19-story office 
building and development at 710 
High street. Other large permits 
issued during the year were the St. 
Louis Mart Building for $1,300,000 
at 407 South Twelfth street, and 
St. Louis Star Building for $660,-

In general for 1931, total sales 
of automobiles in St. Louis are 
about on an even basis with 1930, 
with sales of new cars running from 
5 per cent to 8 per cent greater. 
Stocks of used cars are reported 
lower than they have been for a 
long time, which is an encouraging 
factor for the automobile industry. 
Registration of, automobiles in St. 
Louis up to Dec. 16, 1931, stood at 
148,197, as compared with a total 
of 150,284 for 1930 and 152,858 in 
1929. The year 1930 was the first 
to show a decrease in registrations. 

New Source of Power. 

St. Louis’ standing as an elec- 
trical center was consferably en- 
hanced in *the past year by the 
completion of the huge Bagnell 
Dam project. This, together with 
the natural gas-supply now avail- 
able from Southern fields, places 
St. Louis’ industrial enterprise in 
strategic position. The develop- 
ment of the electrical industry here 
has been rapid, especially within 
the last five years. In 1931, there 
was added activity in some lines, 
especially in the manufacture of 
small motors for refrigerators and 
other appliances for the home. 
Wholesaling as a whole showed a 
decline. 

Although the state of the public 
health is reported as the best in 
years, the chemical trade has en- 
joyed a fairly satisfactory business, 
the loss in tonnage sales being off 
only about 6 per cent. However, 
prices have declined about 12 per 
cent, thus reducing the volume of 
trade about 18 per cent. 

In eommon with the rest of the 
country, steel manufacturers in 
this district have experienced a 
rather dull year but a ray of ‘1ope 
for revived business is seen in the 
need for new railroad equipment 


and repair work on old cars. If 
satisfactory adjustments of rail- 
road financing are reached, it is 


estimated these will start activity 
that will give employment within 
a few weeks to as many as 3000 
workers in the steel industry here. 
_ Better Than Other Cities. 
The decline in business opera- 
tions of all types naturally :s re- 
rlected in freight interchanged at 
the St. Louis gateway. The first 
11 months of 1931 show 1,849,332 
carloads interchanged as compared 
with 2,200,559 for the same period 
of 1930, a drop of 351,227. How- 
ever, St. Louis fared better ‘han 
the rest of the nation in carload- 
ings. While the loss for the na- 
tion at large is about 17 per cent, 
the loss for St. Louis is only about 
15.8 per cent.

DIL INDUSTRY 
FAILS TO PREVENT 
PRICE DECLINE 


Artificial Effort to Deflect 
Working Out of Eco- 
nomic Law Feature of 
Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The out- 
standing feature of the past year 
in the petroleum industry was the 
struggle between natural economic 
forces of liquidation and artificial 
efforts to deflect the working out 
of economic law, with the former 
winning. 

The paramount problem facing 
the oil business in the year ahead 
is that of preserving its industrial 
autonomy in face of a complicated 
range of efforts from without and 
within to bring this great and im- 
portant activity under an involved 
system of state and Federal con- 
trol. 

The first half of the year was 
characterized by a declined price 
leve', culminating around mid-year 
in a complete collapse of the price 
structure, with crude oil dropping 
to an extreme depth of 10 cents 
a barrel and gasoline at wholesale 
falling to 2.5 cents a gallon. 

This drastic decline was accom- 
panied by a sharp rise in the invis- 
ible inventory of crude oil (tech- 
nically, the crude oil “potential’’) 
and the correlation between these 
t~'o factors is so striking as to 
leave little doubt but that it was 
the pressure of this inventory on 
the market that caused the debacle 
in prices. 

This interpretation gathers addi- 
tional support from the fact that 
above-ground inventories, the stock 
of oil familiar to the industry and 
reported on in the current statts- 
tica' reports, actually declined dur- 
ing the entire period that prices 
were falling. This invisible inven- 
tory was a by-product of the sup- 
pression of production at the well 
mouth under the type of proration 
in vogye, and a direct product of 
the operation of the law of cap- 
ture, as exemplified especially in 
the great flush fields of Oklahoma 
City and East Texas, 

A most interesting and very im- 
portant feature of the culminating 
phase of the price decline was that 
a natural bottom for the commod- 
ity was plumbed. Levels were 
reached at which producers were 
unwilling to sell and purchasers 
ready and even eager to buy. 

In short, the year was, charac- 
terized by innumerable efforts and 
manifold suggestions looking  to- 
ward the establishment of methods 
for neutralizing the effects of the 
unsound “law of capture” and 
minimizing the consequences of 
over-expansion. Most of these ef- 
forts and suggestions were in the 
direction of added complications in 
the form of both state and Federal 
supervision and control of the in- 
dustry. 

Progress also was registered, 
though perhaps with less tangible 
in the furtherance of the

PREFERENCE FOR MUNICIPAL 
BONDS BIG DEVELOPMENT 
IN SECURITY MARKET 


Interest in Them Shown by All Classes, But 
Particularly So in Case of Large Individual 
Investors. 


The St. Louis security market 
has, generally speaking, been sub- 
ject to the same influences and has 
followed the same trends as the 


majority of security markets in 
other financial centers. Activity 
has been sharply under previous 
years and there have been certain 
pronounced changes in security 
preferences. The last year has been 
a period of liquidation and read- 
justment of investments. There 
has been considerable switching 
from one issue to another and a 
great demand for statistical infor- 
mation on securities. 

The preference for municipal 
bonds has become progressively 
more important d-‘ring the year 
among all classes of investors, but 
particularly so in the. case of large 
individual investors and _institu- 
tions. As the price of high grade 
municipal bonds rose during the 
first three-quarters of the year, 
there was a tendency to purchase 
only t'-e shorter- miturities, but 
later wit? high grade municipals 
at more attractive levels, there has 
been an increasing demand for

ST. LOUIS MAINTAINS 
RANK IN SHOE INDUSTRY

The St. Louis shoe industry more 
than held its own during the com- 
petitive and liquidating year of 
1931. Final Government figures for 
the entire year have not yet been is- 
sued, but figures for the first 10 


months of the year and an investi- 
gation covering the remaining two 
months would indicate that about 
3 per cent more pairs of shoes were 
manufactured in the entire United 
States during 1931 than the year 
previous. 

Brown Shoe Co., Inc., the first 
St. Louis shoe company to report 
for its fiscal year, which ended Oct. 
31, reports an increase in the num- 
ber of pairs manufactured and sold 
for the year, although dollar sales 
are somewhat less due to lowered 
prices. 

Easter this year will fall on an 
early date, March 27. An early 
Easter always gives an emphasis to 
the demand for spring shoes on the 
part of the retailer somewhat in 
advance of the normal buying time. 
St. Louis factories making women’s 
shoes will no doubt be busy earlier 
this season making women’s shoes 
for Easter.

NEW YORK, Jan, 4.—The Na- 
tional Metal Exchange, from a com- 
paratively quiet market, grew last 
year to a position of outstanding 


importance among. the nations’ 
commodity markets. 
Primarily responsible for this 


rapid growth was the addition of a 
silver contract to the facilities al- 
ready provided by the exchange for 
trading in tin and copper. 

It was not until September, how- 
ever, that the silver market com- 
menced to come into its own. On 
the 21st of that month Great Brit- 
ain abandoned the gold standard 
and the price of silver shot upward 
Reflecting that advance, the turn- 
over on the exchange rose from 2,- 
800,000 ounces traded in August to 
12,812,000 ounces in September. 
The unit of trading is one contract, 
equivalent to 25,000 ounces. 

October witnessed a further in- 
crease in the volume of trading.) 


Japan and China were then concen- 
trating troops in Manchuria. The 
turnover on the exchange that 
month rose to 15,755,000 ounces. 

It was in the early weeks of No- 
vember, however, that the silver 
boom reached its peak. From the 
first to the twelfth of that month, 
prices advanced to the highest lev- 
el since trading in future deliveries 
of the metal began. The top val- 
ue was paid for the October deliv- 
ery when it sold for 41.30 cents an 
ounce on the tenth. This price rep- 
resented more than 50 per cent 
increase from the year’s low of 
26.78 cents on June 18. 

Following the sharp rise early inf 
November, prices declined until 
early in December, when a mild re- 
covery again carried prices higher. 
The suspension of gold payments 
by Japan coupled with increased 
agitation for remonetization of sil- 
ver was largely responsible for the

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CLEARING HOUSE BANKS 


SURVIVE DEPRESSION 


Only Suspension in City in 
1931 Was That of Small 
Depository.

During the greater part of 1931 
banks have had to contend with ab- 
normally low money rates, time and 
call money being less than 2 per 
cent until mid-October. Because 
of this situation, maximum interest 
rates paid by banks on credit bal- 
ances payable on demand to indl- 
viduals, firms and _ corporations. 
were lowered twice during the year 
by the St. Louis Clearing House 
banks. 

The rate was fixed at 1 per cent 
on each balance on March 25 and 
further reduced to one-half of 1 
per cent on May 25. An upswing 
in rates, accompanied by higher 
rates at Federal Reserve banks in 
the latter part of October, was fol- 
lowed by a restoration of the 1 per 
cent rate on Oct. 26. The 3 per 
cent rate paid on savings accounts 
in St. Louis was not changed. 

In a period of banking disturb- 
ance like 1931, when suspensions 
have been numerous, it is notable 
that no St. Louis Clearing House 
‘bank has failed. Indeed, there 
wes only one suspension within the 
city—that of a smaller institution 
not a member of the Clearing House 
or the Federal Reserve system. 

Inasmuch as demand for com- 
merical loans has declined more 
than deposits, investments reported 
by the nine Clearing House banks 
show an increase of more than 35 
per cent during the year. Loans 
and discounts of these banks are 
about 20 per cent smaller than in 
December, 1930, while deposits have 
decreased about 15 per cent, time 
deposits being the least affected. 
These trends correspond to those 
shown by the statements of report- 
ing member banks in leading cities 
of the Federal Reserve system.

CREDIT BANK BREAKS 


U. S. Agency for Aiding Farm 
Co-Operatives Advanced 
$9,777,215.

The Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank of St. Louis, during 1931, has 
handled the greatest volume of 
business in any year since its or- 
ganization in 1923. This bank, 
which is authorized to make loans 
to co-operative marketing associa- 
tions and to discount farmers’ pa- 
pe: for commercial banks and agri- 
cultural credit corporations, has 
handled during the year $2,934,- 
850 of loans to co-operative mar- 
keting’ associations on the security 
of warehouse receipts covering 
cotton, rice, soybeans and grass 
seed, and has discounted $6,836,364 
of farmers’ paper for commercial 
banks and other financing institu- 
tions, or a total of $9,771,215. This 
compared with $5,581,535 of co- 
operative loans and $2,829,070 of 
discounts, or a total of $8,410,606 
during the year 1930. 

The drouth of 1930 coupled with 
the decline in commodity prices 
over the past few years resulted in 
greatly increased demands upon 
the Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank of St. Louis. Because of the 
decline in the income of agricul- 
tural communities during this peri- 
od, and the consequent restriction 
of local credit, 74 agricultural cred- 
it corporations were organized for 
the purpose of bringing to. their 
communities the credit facilities of 
the bank for the purpose of financ- 
ing crop and livestock operations. 

During the 12 months ending 
Nov. 30, 1931, the Federal Land 
Bank of St. Louis mado 660 new

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EXPORT TRADE HOLDS 
UP WELLIN ST. LOUIS 


Percentage of Decrease Here Is

of St. Louis manufacturers during

It is significant to note that, 
while for the United States as a 
whole the value of all classes of 
exports for the last year is less 
than those for the year 1913, fin- 
ished manufactures showed an in- 
crease of 50 per cent over that 
year. The total value of all ex- 
ports in 1931 is close to the 1913 
level, but on a volume basis they 
exceed that year by 10 to 12 per 
cent.

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WALTER SMITH URGES 
BALANCED JUDGMENT 


Head of First National Declares 
Most Banks Are Thore ~- 
oughly Sound. 


By WALTER W. SMITH, 
President, First Nationa] Bank. 

The banking and financial situa< 
tion is a reflection of general in- 
dustrial conditions, since fhe 
mechanism of banking and finan- 
cial institutions is simply an agency 
to effect the exchange of goods and 
services. Notwithstanding the con- 
tinued failure of smaller banks, the 
condition of the vast ma;crity is 
thoroughly sound. 

While the investment account of 
many banks has depreciated along 
with other security valuer, yet most 
banks are in a very liquid condi- 
tion, and, therefore, in a position 
to extend to business ample credit 
when the industrial conditions war- 
rant. In the meantime, bankers 
are following an extremely con- 
servative policy in making new 
loans and requiring additional and 
ample collateral, all with the view 
of protecting depositors’ funds 
which is the primary functiog of a 
bank. 

There is great need, during the 
present period of disturbed condi- 
tions, to preserve a balanced ju. g- 
ment and to remember that there 
have been other periods of depres- 
sion in the United States and to 
have confident belief that our 
country will, in due time, recover 
from this depression as it has from 


those of the past.

NEW YORK, Jan, 4.—Banking 
changes of a more sensational na- 
ture than in any year since 1907 
marked the 12 months just ended. 
During 1931 this country experi- 
“enced a reduction of more’ than 
$4,000,000,000 in purchasing power 
represented by its supply of money 
and credit. 

It -seems advisable to point out 
the four fairly distinct phases 
through which banking passed dur- 
ing the year. 

Early 1931 was a period of ap- 
parently satisfactory banking con- 
ditions. Failures were not as nu- 
merous as in late 1930 and hoarid- 
ing appeared to be on the wane. 
Loan liquidation continued, but de- 
spite this the total purchasing pow- 
er represented by bank credit out- 
standing showed no contraction. 
Gold was flowing in from abroad 
and Federal Reserve policy favored 
the banking community. 

Gradual Deterioration. 

By June it was apparent that 
beneath a calm surface unpleasant 
things were happening; from then 
until late September gradual de- 
terioration in the general banking 
situation proceeded at a slightly 
accelerating pace. 

Foreign credit conditions, espe- 
cially in Central Europe, took a 
‘turn for the worse. Bank failures 
became more numerous as more 
and more weak real estate and in- 
‘yestment situations were brought 
to light.

Wave Reaches the Fast. 
By the late summer and fall of 
1931, however, the wave of clos- 


ings had reached the East. A num- ' 


ber of large banks in leading in- 
dustrial and commercial centers 
toppled, while others were saved 
only by resort to consolidation. 
Confidence in nearly all except the 
largest and strongest banks was 
severly shaken. 

Leading New York institutions 
had been preparing for trouble and 
were in an unusually liquid posi- 
tion. They withstood the demor- 
alization of urban real estate and 
investment security values. Aided 
by an enormous increase in Federal 
Reserve credit they bore the brunt 
of Europe’s scramble for gold. It 
was during this third or crisi,; pe- 
riod that the’ most rapid contrac- 
tion of credit occurred. 

The fourth phase, that of grad- 
ually returning confidence, less 
drastic credit contraction and prac- 
tical cessation of the flow of money 
into hoarding, got under way at the 
end of October. The outflow of 
gold ceased. Banking nerves were 
steadied a bit by the creation of 
the National Credit Corporation, 
and realization of the strength of 
‘the Federal Reserve Banks, as evi- 
denced by their October perform- 
ance, gradually ‘“unjittered’’ the 
public state of mind. Readjust- 
ment continued but in a more or-

The end of the calendar year found 
the price only a few cents above 
the low point despite an extremely 
determined effort by farmers to in- 
fluence the market by holding back 
grain. In 1930 cash corn sold be- 
tween 61% and $1.05%. - 
The corn crop harvested in 1931 
of 2,557,000,000 bushels was around 
200,000,000 bushels below normal, 
but this market felt the fullest ef- 
fect of the business depression and 
of the marked falling off in the 


price of hogs in the local market 
dropped to around $4, the lowest 
since 1899. 

Oats Crop Small. 

An oats crop of 1,112,000,000 
bushels was harvested, aguinst 1,- 
278,000,000 bushels in 1930, and 
was the smallest with one exception 
Since 1911. Cash oats sold between 
,20% and 34% during the year. The 
former, in August, was the lowest 
price witnessed since 1899. 

A rye crop of 33,000,000 bushels 
was harvested in 1931, 


without decline or increase; this 
volume turned down in August 
and has been declining somewhat 
ever since, 

In spite of this there has been 
growing up a demand for small 
house building; there is scarcely a 
nationwide shortage, but there are 
shortages in number of cities and 
towns, as shown by shortage re- 
ports and vacancy surveys. The 
current rate of building activity 
has been less than any minimum

like of which American Women had 
never before worked. 


These great-grandmothers -did 
not know it but they were making 
ready to lay a foundation stone in 
the independence of womankind. 
At the invitation of Mrs Sarah 
Josepha Hale, for 40 years editor 
of Godey’s Ladies Book, they were 
preparing the objects of household 
manufacture, the sale of which was 
to raise the money needel to com- 
plete the Bunker Hill monument. 
The Fair opened Sept. 8 and lasted 
only seven days. The accomplish- 
ments of women never before had 
been shown on so elaborate and di- 
versified a scale. Four thousand 
persons crowded about the booths 
on the opening day. When the 
Fair closed mere than $30,000 had 
been cleared and the women of 
that. early day had accomplished 
something which their husbands 
had given up as a bad job. 


The cornerstone of the Bunker 
Hill Monument was laid on June 
17, 1825, the fiftieth anniversary of 
the battle. In a memorable cere- 
mony Gen. Lafayette spread the 
mortar for the cornerstone and 
Daniel Webster spoke the dedica- 
tory address. Thereupon the whole 
undertaking fell flat. The monu- 
méent association soon spent all of 
its money and incurred a debt of 
$23,000. 

Public interest could not be 
aroused. For years the sides of 
the hill were strewn with granite 
blocks, the uncompleted monument 
jutting up like the eyesore that it 
was. Mrs.sHale first turned her 


Lattention to the task of completing 


it in 1830. At that time her Ladies’ 
Magazine was just two years old. 
It was a4 woman's periodical edited 
by a woman, and for it to infer 
that women might complete a task 
that men had left undone was not 
only bold but ridiculous. Neverthe- 
less Mrs. Hale, skilled diplomat that 
she was, took up the project with 
the statement that, ‘“‘We offer our 
assistance as helpers only.” Sev- 
eral money raising devices were 
tried with proper modesty and re- 
spect for the social usages of the 
time, but it remained for the Fair 
to accomplish the goal. When the 
completed monument was dedicat- 
ed Webster went back to speak 
again. “This column,” he said, 
“stands on Union.” He said not 
a word about the women, but the 
achievement spoke for itself. Wom- 
en everywhere were astounded by 
what they had done. The Fair re- 
vealed their collective capabilities 
and the monument which it built 
symbolized the initial large scale 
attempt of American’ women to 
thrust asunder the age old bonds 
of convention which had held them 
in repression, 
™ 


Kr THE completion was a tribute 
to women whq followed the sug- 
gestion it was even more of a 
tribute to the woman who suggest- 
ed it. This Woman, Mrs. Hale, was 
one of the most remarkable of her 
sex in American history. Great as 
was her influence in shaping the 
thinking and gcting of the women 
who lived in the years between the 
Mexican War and the Reconstruc- 
tion, it is only recently that a 
definitive biography of her has ap- 
peared. “The Lady of Godey's: 
Sarah Josepha Hale,” by Ruth E. 
Finley, tells a life story that is sure

a thought for grandmother's day 
and its influence on the present. 
The completion of Bunker Hill 
Monument was only one of her 
many accomplishments. She was 
responsible for a national Thanks- 
giving day. For 18 years she ad- 
vocated that the President of the 
United States proclaim such a day 
in memory of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
During this time various. states 
adopted Thanksgiving days of their 
own. Due to her insistence the last 
Thursday of November was finally 
set aside, it being none other than 
Abraham Lincoln who issued the 
proclamation. As a girl, she re- 
ceived an education equal to that 
of the average young man who 
went away to college, thanks to her 
brother who diligently passed on 
all that he learned. The manner 
in which she had to get her edu- 
cation, however, convinced her that 
the education of women was an 
outstanding need of the Aimes. Ac- 
cordingly she became a _ pioneer 
advocate of elementary education 
for girls on a par to that of boys. 
Higher education of women was 
unknown and she began a cam- 
paign in its behalf. Matthew Vas- 
sar was her friend and his estab- 
lishment of Vassar College, the 
first institution of collegiate rank 
for young women, was largely due 
to her counsel. Even in Mrs. Hale’s 
time many mothers were forced to 
work and were at a loss as to what 
to do with their children until Mrs. 
Hale founded the first day nursery. 
Through the pages of her maga- 
zine she kept up a continuous fight 
for increase in womeri's wages, de- 
crease in child labor and for im- 
proved working conditions for 
women. While the country of her 
day was preponderantly rural even 
then the problem of suitable places 
for children to play in cities had 
arisen. ‘Mrs. Hale saw what was 
needed and suggested public play- 
grounds. Health and _ sanitation 
were to her way of thinking mat- 
ters of civic concern and she spoke 
her mind with vigor and ability on 
that subject. One of her most im- 
portant contributions to Armerican 
life was her successful fight for 
property rights by married women. 
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T stands to Mrs. Male’s everlast- 
| ing credit that one of her early 

campaigns in Godey’s Ladies’ 
Book was in behalf of the unusual 
ambition of one Elizabeth Black- 
well. Almost forgotten now, Miss 
Blackwell created a public furore 
in the 1840s because of her desire 
to study medicine. A female doc- 
tor was unheard of and only Mrs. 
Hale came to her defense. 


Miss Blackwell had settled in 
Cincinnati with her English par- 
ents about the beginning of the 
decade, only to be appalled at the 
death rate of women at child birth. 
Her fight to be admitted to a med- 
ical school] lasted for many years. 

The press and the clergy spared 
nothing in their scorn. Against the 
field Mrs. Hale stood out. At 
length Miss Blackwell was admit- 
ted to the Geneva Medical School 
of Western New York, and in 1849 
she became the first feminine hold- 
er of the degree of doctor of medi- 
cine. 


Dr. William T. G. Morton, cred- 
ited with being the first to use an- 
esthetics in major surgery, worked 
for Mrs. Hale as’a clerk as a boy, 
and when his professional enemies 
set out to discredit him in the eyes 
of the public, she threw the power 
of her editorial department to his 
defense. 

“Women even more than men 
should feel and express gratitude to 
the discoverer of a pain neutralisz- 
er,”’ she wrote, “for on us falls the 
heaviest amount of physical suf- 
fering.”
